Shepherd, under oath, in the presence 
of four witnesses. The negro was fatt^- 
ly shot in a fight with the BherifTs 
posse, Iq^t Thu^ay evening, and has 
since died. He revealed the whole plot, 
saying the leaders had gotten, him into 
this trouble, and as he, expected to die, 
it was his desire to see justice meted out 
to them. Forty-eight of the negroes en- 
gaged in the riot have been arrested and 
jailed. 


The principal negro engaged in the _ 
plot was Bob Robinson, the president of | gettied, 
the meeting, who has spoken very bit- 
terly against the whites and implored 
his fellow brothers to rise up in arms 
agiunst them. Neal Mangum was also 
deeply implicated in the daring plot and 
was secretary and treasurer of the lodge. 


They claim t > have large societies 
throughout the United States, who have 
resolved to avenge their fallen ones and 
protect their color in the future at all 
hasards. 
All members of the lodge 
were notified by the leaders that if they 
failed to be present at the meeting Fri- 
day night and do their duty in the pro- 
posed massacre of the whites, they 
would be put to death.

It was a 
sincere desire to see this done, that induced us 
to again accept the management of this de- 
partment of the city government. As we 
were instrumental in putting the works par- 
tially into operation, we now desire to help 
finish them as speedily os possible. So thriv- 
ing and beautiful a city as ours, the second 
in the state, should not remain any longer 
with a partially completed system of water 
works. It Is a disgrace to us all that they 
were not finished long ago 


We also feel that the quarrels and law suits 
that have arisen over water works questions 
are still more unseemly and disgraceful, and 
we hope from this time on there will be 
more jangling between different branches 
the city government, but that all suits may 
withdrawn and that we may work together 
harmony, like well chosen representatives 
the people. 


Let us have peace. If we cannot agree upon 
interpretations of the water works law, let uf 
make up an agreed case of the points at issue, 
and bring them decently and speedl y before 
the supremo court, the hi " 
state, for a decision. Life is too short for 
quarrels, and the comfort, safety and good 
health of our citizens too important, for us 
waste any more time in furnishing the best 
and most suflicent water supply. 
Without question it is the desire of a very 
large majority of our citizens to have water 
from wells if it can possibly be obtained, and 
we believe there has never been a sufficient 
test made of this mode of supply. Within 
few years man's ingenuity has not been idle 
in this direction, for we are assured that many 
cities, located much as ours is, have aban- 
doned the use of river water, and are obtain 
Ing a never-ending supply of pure, clear 
water from the hidden fountains of the earih 
We will ask the council to investigate with 
the water supply of the cities of Dayton. 
Hamilton, Franklin, Middletown, Xenia and 
Carrolton, Ohio; Texarkana, Ark.;Greenleaf 
Kan., and Memphis, Tenn., with a view of de 
termining whether we too cannot be equally 
successful. 


Ihis is the most pressing and Important 
question that demands our immediate atten 
tlon. We desire to proceed as soon as possi- 
ble toward the completion of the reservoir, 
for in its unflnished oondltlon It has a number 
of times shown Its utilitv (as was originally 
contemplate d) when it was necessary to sus 
pend pumping for a brief period. "This track 
of ground was purchased for the location of 
reservoir; already f27,0(X) have been expended 
in this direction, and it will not require much 
over {16.000 to complete it* A park and lake 
could easily be created adjoining the res 
ervolr, which would add very much to the 
value of property in the Sixth and Seventh 
wards, as well as l)eaut1fy to the city. The ex 
cavatlon already made should bo utilized ' 
some such way. A sure supply will then be 
afforded our railroafls aud «nanufacturing es- 
tablishments In that part of the city. 
have assurances that the railroad companies 
will take water when conildent of a supply 
not dependent upon direct pum 


We wish that water might be made as cheap 
as air, and wo will take pleasure In trying to 
reduce the water rents as much as possible. 
It takes considerable money to keep the works 
in good order, to purchase fuel ana pay oper- 
ating expenses and to guard against acci 
dents, and in order to finish and extend the 
works, the question muiit be dcclded whether 
these funds shall come from water rents or 
from t)io general fund. 


When we established the rates we were 
guided by reports from other cities and we 
made our water rents lower than those of any 
other city of our size, or even larger ones, but 
it will be our aim to make as large reductions 
as possible. We beheve that our election 
means that the people want us to work faith 
fully for the accomitlishment of the objects 
heretofore named, and as tbe council has e n 
trol of the fuuds, we will ask for your hearty 
and generous co-oi>eration. 


Our communication to you shall always bo 
respi'ctful and we will consider carefully al 
qucHtions that the council may refer to us 
and do our part to sustain the most cordla 
and friendly relations.

KEPOUT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON LAFATETTE 
STREET VIADUCT. 


We, your committee on Lafayette street 
viaduct respectfully report that we had a full 
consultation with Mr. Law, the superintendent 
of the Pennsylvania company on the subject. 
Mr. Law made no statements or promises that 
would In any manner bind the company, but 
fe'ave us fully his personal views of the con 
tempiated improvement, and submitted to the 
committee plans and drawings showing the 
kind of viaduct necessary with dimensions. 
The viaduct as shown by those plans would be 
from the extreme ends of the approaches 
about 1,600 feet long and at the bridge proper, 
being the center 200 feet, about 22 feet high. 
The only thing the company is very particular 
in reference to, and it has a right to be par 
ticular, is as to the mauner in which the pro- 
posed viaduct crosses their tracks and righ. 
of way. 
The company probably will submit 
to no crossing that.wili in any manner Inter- 
fear with the road or its uses. 
The grade 
given in these plans Is very desirable, being 
of easy ascent to all traffic; but your com- 
mittee is of the opinion that it would be much 
cheaper for the city to make the approaches 
about 175 feet shorter, which would make the 
grade higher but would leave the roadway of 
the company free of obstructions. 
The sav 
lug to the city would be in relieving the 
property abutting from damages, which the 
city would otherwise have to pay. Your com 
mitteo is of tho opinion that a suitable viaduct 
as contemplated built of Iron and stone 
double roadway, would cost from f35,000 to 
$40,000. and of this amount we believe the 
railroads (Pennsylvania and Wabash) would 
assume the expense of building the bridge 
proper (200 feet), which costs probably $10,- 
O'.O, or nearly one-third of the whole cost. 
Th<^ railroads are willing to erect gates with a 
watch tower, but your committee believes 
that this would amount simply to an abandon- 
ment of the street to the uses of tbe railroads, 
because at this point the crossing Is used con 
stantly by them. 


Your committee believes that public neces- 
sity demands tho viaduct. The Seventh ward 
now contains on a fair estimate, based on last 
general election, over 6,000 Inhabitants and 
Hanna street affords the only crossing east of 
CalDoun street, except Gay street In the ex- 
treme eest end, for the people of that ward to 
reach the business center of the city, as well 
as the citizens of all that portion being In the 
northeast part of the county. 
The main 
question Is, what shall the council do to 
remedy the evil and open Lafayette street for 
traffic. 


The city in paying off last year $71,000 of its 
bonded indebtedness is not now in a condition 
to go Into the expense of building such a 
viaduct. 
We recommend that the subject be referred 
back to the present committee having It in 
charge, with the financial committee added to 
report proper course for the councli to pursue.

Tiic iiiol on the Brain. 


It is passing strange that a calm, re- 
ligious and temperate life is no safe- 
guard against insatiity. 
.As it is a most 
natural belief that a life of peaceful 
conditions is cjiiite certain to be a safe 
one, so it is a common belief that a do- 
me.stic life, especially if conjugal rela- 
tions exist, should 
be 
comparatively 
free of madness. 
The popular mind 
associates hallucinations, lunacy, 
and 
paresis with intemporance of gain, oi 
lust, of crime, or of religion. 
All ol 
which is far from Ijeing true, as shown 
by the report of the Sujierintendent of 
tlie Insane Asylum of New York just 
issued. 


Of the whole number of insane per- 
sons received at the city institutions 62 
per cent, were of temperate habits and 
;58 per cent, votaires of the 
flowing 
bowL 
Eightj'-eight of the 
parents 
were of religious belief, over 10 per 
cent, were, presumably, pagans, as their 
faiths could not be ascertained, 
and 
less than 2 per cent, 
were infidels. 
While 
per cent, of the unfortunates 
w< re natives of Ireland, •{<> per cent, of 
the I'nited States, and 21 per cent, of 
(iermany, over ol per cent, belonged 
to the Catholic Church. 
Six per cent, 
of the ¡¡atients were of .lewish persua- 
sion, and, with less than two per cent, 
of infidels, it is presumable that the 
true faith is not a barrier to insanity. 


The civil condition 
of the ))atients 
enumerated shows that the marital re- 
lation neither precludes nor enhances 
insanity, as 41 i)er cent, 
were single 
and 40 per cent, married, so far as was 
known. 
Fourteen per cent, were wid- 
ows or were widowed, but it may not 
be inferred from the records that the 
los3 of conjugal partners was the cause 
of their alHiction, 
That 
women are 
more prone to melancholia than man is 
shown by the fact that of the total 
number of patients 53 per cent, were 
females and 57 per cent males. 


It appears that ceaseless toil is a fre- 
quent cause of insanity, and strangely 
the greater number of cases are in oc- 
cupations which in the accepted oon- 
elusion, should preclude insanity. 
Of 
the female portion of the patients un- 
der consideration, 7i> per cent 
were 
housewives, domestics, cooks, 
seam- 
stresses, or tailoresses. 
Forty-seven 
l)er cent, were domestics, 23 per cent, 
housewives, 3 per cent, 
cooks, 
3 per 
cent, seamstresses and 2 per cent, tail- 
oresses. 
Of the mail portion 40 
per 
cent were laborers, clerks, 
peddlers, 
drivers, and carpenters. 
Twenty-four 
per cent, were laborers, 
7 per cent, 
clerks, 
per cent, 
peddlers, 3i i)er 
cent drivers, 3 per cent 
carpenters, 
and 2^ per cent 
cigarmakers. 
It is 
probable that the record of the private 
insane asylum would somewhat modify 
the results as given above, 
but it re- 
mains that it is better to be rich than 
poor if there be a harbored fear of in- 
sanity and the asylum.—New 
York 
Graphic.
